Canterbury Target For 
Protests Over Attack 
On Abdicated King 

LONDON. UPI —Criticism from 
the pulpit and the press was 
heaped upon the Archbishop of 
Canterbury today for his verbal 
chastisement of former King Ed¬ 
ward VIII. 

Indications were the matter 
would reach the floor of the house 
of commons Thursday. 

The latest repercussions of the 
abdication of Edward sprang up 
to embarrass an officialdom striv¬ 
ing to smooth the path for George 
VI, his successor. 

The Archbishop, spiritual lead¬ 
er of the empire, in a broadcast 
Sunday sternly lectured the for¬ 
mer ruler for his desire to marry 
Mrs. Wallis Warfield Simpson in 
violation of the “Christian princi- 
pl> • of . .arriage. 

Strong Dissent 

Scornfully the head of the 
Church of England placed part of 
of the blame for the king’s con¬ 
duct at the feet of Edward's social 
friends, “whose standards and 
ways of life are alien to all the 
best interests of his people." 

Strong dissent with the vener¬ 
able Archbishop’s statements 
came today from church circles 
and was reflected in editorial 
comment and letters from the pub¬ 
lic to newspapers. 

Josiah Clement Wedgwood, la¬ 
bor member of parliament, said 
he hoped to open the question to 
debate in the house of commons 
Thursday. 

The Bishop of Durham, Dr. H. 
H. Henson, addressing a clerical 
gathering, said: 

Church Aborted 

"I always have been trained to 
believe that the Church of Eng- 
and was an Episcopal church gov¬ 
erned by the bishops reigning in 
their several dioceses. 

"Now I find that it is coming 
to be some kind of a novel body 
governed by the British Broad-

Santa Ana city employes today 
had under consideration a new plan 
for retirement with a regular 
monthly income. 

At an informal session of the 
city council late yesterday after¬ 
noon, Councilman William Penn 
broached the matter of the retire¬ 
ment plan for the 160 employes of 
the city. 

City employes here, Penn point¬ 
ed out, have no retirement plan 
and governmental employes are 
not eligible for the federal social 
security plan. 

“If and when an increase in sal¬ 
aries is provided for city em¬ 
ployes,” Penn said, “that would be 
the most opportune time for the 
city employes to work out a re¬ 
tirement plan of their own.” 

Must Organize 

Penn pointed out that the city of 
Santa Ana has no authority to pro¬ 
vide such a plan, but the employes 
themselves must organize an as¬ 
sociation to accomplish their ends. 
An appropriate time to launch the 
movement would be when and if 
the city employes are granted a 
salary increase, Penn said. 

The retirement plan would em¬ 
brace the idea of city employes 
setting aside a part of their earn¬ 
ings so they could retire on stipu¬ 
lated incomes, depending, of 
course, on the amounf of their 
salaries they had contributed. 

Employes Interested 

Similar plans are worked by 
big utility companies and corpo¬ 
rations, it was explained, and by 
cities whose charters give them 
the right to have a retirement 
plan.

LOS ANGELES. CPI-Western 
Air Express officials announced 
today that an eastbound trans¬ 
port airplane with four passen¬ 
gers and a crew of three has been 
unreported since 2:27 a. m., Pa¬ 
cific standard time. 

At 2:23 a. m„ they said, Pilot 
S. J. Samson radioed he was over 
Milford, Utah, and said “every¬ 
thing O. K.” 

Four minutes later he reported 
ho was at an altitude of 10,000 
feet with "high overcast.” Noth¬ 
ing further has been heard from 
the big plane. 

Passengers Named 

Aboard the plane, which left 
here at 11:15 p. m., last night, in 
addition to Samson, are William 
Bogen, co-pilot, Gladys Witt, stew¬ 
ardess, and the passengers, Mr. 
and Mrs. John Wolfe of Chicago; 
H. W. Edwards, who bought a 
ticket for Salt Lake City, and C. 
Christopher of Dwight, Ill. 

Miss Witt was formerly the 
chief stewardess of the air line. 
She resigned her post recently to 
marry and flew to Kansas City 
with two men claiming her. hand, 
James Roe, a pilot, and Erik Bal- 
zar. The upshot of a romantic 
mixup was that Miss Witt re¬ 
mained single, returning here, and 
three days later was hired again 
as a stewardess. 

Alvin Adams, president of West¬ 
ern Air Express, anil Allan Barrie, 
vice-president, issued a statement 
here saying that they believed the 
transport was down at an isolated 
airfield, its radio not working. 

Passenger Official 

They said trucks have been sent 
out from three points in Utah to 
search for it, the hunt centering 
at Milford, Delta, and Salt Lake 
City. 

Rain started falling in Los An¬ 
geles yesterday afternoon continu¬ 
ing throughout the night. But air¬ 
line officials said weather condi¬ 
tions between Milford and Salt 
Lake City were good. 

Samson, the pilot, has had seven 
years’ experience, 7000 hours in 
the air, and ranks fifth on the 
company's seniority list. The co¬ 
pilot formerly flew with the army. 

Wolfe, one of the passengers, is 
an official of United Airlines. 

The plane started out with six 
passengers, but two got off at Las 
Vegas, Nev. They are Mrs. F. 
Johnson and B. G. Mitchell, both 
of Los Angeles. 

Air line officers said that Fred 
Kelly took off at daylight from 
Salt Lake, circled about, and re¬ 
turned without finding any trace 
of the missing transport. 


A Santa Ana man and his com¬ 
panion in their asserted holdup of 
a Long Beach service station were 
questioned there today concerning 
the murder of Jack Lee, another 
service station attendant, Dec. 6. 

Garfield Starnes, 26, Santa Ana, 
and Merrill Vlnnedge, 22, Corona, 
were arrested in Corona yesterday 
after Starnes asked a physician 
to treat a bullet wound in his 
back. Santa Ana sheriff’s offi¬ 
cers took part in the manhunt aft¬ 
er the two bandits, pursued by 
Long Beach police, fled on foot in 
a hail of bullets after their car 
was disabled by gunfire near Los 
Alamitos Sunday afternoon. 

The pair later admitted, said 
Detective Sgt. Malcolm Kirkpat¬ 
rick of the Long Beach police 
force, that they had robbed two 
gas stations in Los Angeles and 
two in Long Beach Sunday, flee¬ 
ing from the last one just ahead 
of a police car. 

Kirkpatrick said the prisoners 
told of three earlier robberies and 
participating in “many gun bat¬ 
tles.” Lee was shot down by two 
men who robbed his Long Beach 
service station of $41 last week. 


BUENOS AIRES. UPI —Twelve 
of the 21 delegations at the Inter- 
American Peace conference affixed 
their signatures to a revised 
United States neutrality plan to¬ 
day. 

They signed as sponsors of the 
proposal before it was to be sent 
to a committee. Its chief propon 
ents hoped the project would have 
the unanimous sponsorship that 
three other peace measures have 
received. f~ 

The peace organization commit¬ 
tee unanimously approved the rec¬ 
ommendation of its chairman, 
Juan Antonio Buero of Uruguay, 
to postpone consideration of the 
creation of an inter-American 
court of justice until the next 
regular Pan-American conference 
at Lima, Peru, scheduled for 1938. 

Members of the committee heard 
a message from President Roose¬ 
velt, who fathered the parley, in 
reply to a committee message Sat¬ 
urday which informed him of 
unanimous agreement on a plan 
for peace and maintenance of se¬ 
curity. 

“This excellent result of the un¬ 
ceasing efforts on the part of the 
members of the commission in the 
inter-American conference will be 
an inspiration to all the peoples of 
the Americas,” Mr. Roosevelt said. 

“The conference is justifying the 
highest hopes of all of us. 

"Good neighbors we are, and 
good neighbors we shall remain.”

Chiang Kai-Shek, China’s pow¬ 
erful premier, was executed by his 
kidnaper, Chang Hsia-Liang, 
Chang announced by radio today. 
All China was thrown under mar¬ 
tial law as a result. Disastrous 
civil war Is feared.

“They' kept their thunder silent 
while the lines still were man¬ 
ned," continued the Express. "Now 
the Archbishop launches an attack 
against Edward’s friends. The 
archdeacon blames the ‘exotic en¬ 
tourage’ of the former king. 

Thing Finished 

"The clergy should specify the 
persons they accuse—or else show 
some of the restraint they preach 
about.” 

The News Chronicle editorially 
mentioned that its "post bag con¬ 
tains many letters protesting that 
the Primate’s (Canterbury's) 
broadcast criticism of King Ed¬ 
ward on Sunday night was un¬ 
timely and even unchristian.”

Persons who violate these rules 
very often will find tags left on 
their trash, with the reason for 
not picking up the trash marked 
with a neat check. 

These new trash regulations will 
be sent to each resident with his 
water bill. 


Improvements and expansion of 
the Santa Ana Municipal bowl at 
a cost of about $6000 were being 
considered seriously by the city 
council today. 

While it is likely that the bulk 
of the work planned will not be 
done until after the next fiscal 
year, plans are so far advanced 
that they are down on paper. 

Councilman Ernest H. Layton 
presented the program to mem¬ 
bers of the city council at an in¬ 
formal session late yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon. He suggested that work 
on the program, in a preliminary 
manner, could be started in the 
near future, the more expensive 
part to be done with money from 
next year's budget. 

The plan embraces addition of 
from 400 to 500 more seats to be 
placed around a second ball dia¬ 
mond planned for the northeast 
corner of the bowl. This would 
permit playing of two ball games 
at the same time, Layton said, al¬ 
though he did not advocate more 
than one game at a time when 
Nightball league games are being 
played. 

Filling in of places now without 
turf, grassing the entire north end 
now used for parking, fencing the 
shrubbery around the north sec¬ 
tion, opening of two more tunnels 
on the west side of the bowl, build¬ 
ing of more restrooms and im- 
piovements of those now in use 
and other improvements are 
planned. 

Children’s Playground 

The entire north end now used 
for parking would be transformed 
into an attractive summer play¬ 
ground for children under the 
new plan. This grassy space at 
the end would be 125 by 350 feet. 
It also is planned to grass the 
west section from the north end 
down to the bleachers. A low 
fence along the north bank is 
planned. 

Members of the council showed 
keen interest in the proposal, 
stating that the bowl is one of 
Santa Ana’s biggest assets. 

Mayor Fred Rowland named 
Councilman William Penn and A. 
H. Allen, chairman of the forestry 
board, as members of a commit¬ 
tee to further the program. 


Justus Craemer, publisher of the

Rospaw also explained duties of 
president of the newspaper pub¬ 
lishers’ group and told of his 
speech-making tours through the 
state. 

Ed Ainsworth, state editor of 
the Los Angeles Times, was a fea¬ 
tured speaker, pointing to pros¬ 
pects for a much better year for 
publishers in 1937 if owners of 
newspapers become more liberal 
in their view toward acceptance of 
advertising. Magazines, he added, 
handle many accounts frowned 
upon by newspaper publishers.

Mr. Young had lived an eventful 
and useful life. Ho resided at 
128 East Central street but passed 
away at the Veterans’ hospital in 
Sawtelle, Dec. 7. His relatives, 
including a wife and a son, pre¬ 
ceded him in death. As a Civil 
war soldier fighting with the 
Union forces he was privileged to 
come in contact with President 
Abraham Lincoln several times. 
Of late years it was the custom 
to have him recite Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg address each year at 
t e Newport Memorial day serv¬ 
ices. 

Mr. Young was one of the early 
members of the Townsend Na¬ 
tional legion and was the proud 
wearer of the enameled Townsend 
legion button. On the twentieth 
of July, 1935 he wrote the writer 
of this column a letter, in which 
he made the following statement 
which lies before me as I write. 
He wrote: "Please accept my 
thanks for the interest you have 
manifested in my effort to become 
a member of the National legion. 
I am a Civil war veteran, and 
to me it seems that we are en¬ 
gaged in the greatest struggle in 
the interest of humanity that has 
presented itself to the American 
people since the Civil war. I r.i 
past 88 years old and have no 
income except my pension and am 
very thankful for the privilege of 
adding my mite to the fund that 
will help to keep men in the field 
of hope." 

The writer records in his col¬ 
umn the passing of this G. A. R. 
veteran, who was fired from early 
manhood to the close of life with 
a desire to protect and insure the 
welfare of his fellow Americans. 
He had no expectancy of being 
personally benefitted. His con¬ 
tributions and his influence were 
expended with the thought of 
others. This Civil war soldier’s 
spirit of brotherly interest is rep¬ 
resentative, in the opinion of the 
writer, of the grand old people 
who are fighting so strenuously in 
the army of the Townsendites. Al¬ 
ready too old and infirm to ex¬ 
pect to be here long, still they 
give of their means and their 
strength to the Townsend move¬ 
ment. This they do because they 
believe by so doing they will be 
contributing to the welfare of 
those who shall follow them. 

The writer believes that it is 
this kind of nobleness of spirit 
which from the beginning has 
actuated Dr. Francis E. Townsend 
in his effort expended for the 
Townsend cause, -io, too. is get¬ 
ting along the way of life toward 
the exit over which is written 
the word “death.” Beyond that 
gateway there is no turning back 
to gather of the fruits of the 
seeds that were planted. Others 
must be privileged to enjoy the 
results of life’s toil and sacrifice. 
But such does not bring sorrow, 
but instead life’s greatest happi¬ 
ness. In the memories of men 
there are no regrets because of 
noble efforts begun and done. 
Many an elderly Townsendite finds 
a new sweetness in his heart and 
life because the Townsend move¬ 
ment has given opportunity to ex¬ 
press in a wider way his interest 
and love for his fellow men, than 
was true before. Lester H. Young 
expressed something of this satis¬ 
faction in his letter to the writer. 
Dr. Townsend will express a meas¬ 
ure of it in his address to the 
Orange county people in the Santa 
Ana High school auditorium next 
Saturday night. 


Despite the fact that city coun- 
cilmen of Santa Ana are con¬ 
vinced they are in the right in 
the batcle of vitrified clay ver¬ 
sus concrete pipe for the outfall 
sewer repair job, the city of San- 
t Ana will make the next move 
to settle differences with other cit¬ 
ies in the outfall sewer district. 

At an informal session of the 
city council last night, Mayor 
Fred C. Rowland was authorized 
by the council to proceed with 
plans for contacting other cities 
in the outfall district in an at¬ 
tempt to break the deadlock over 
the type of pipe desired, and to 
explain Santa Ana's position. 

Councilmen, including Joseph P. 
Smith, Santa Ana's representa¬ 
tive on the outfall sewer board, 
took care to explain that mis¬ 
statements have been made re¬ 
garding the type of pipe of which 
the outfall sewer now is com¬ 
posed. 

Clay Used Now 

It was pointed out that the sew¬ 
er line is made of segments of vit¬ 
rified clay block similar to that 
advocated by cities other than 
Santa Ana. The impression has 
been given, the council said, that 
the sewer line is of concrete, 
whereas it contends this is not 
the case. The trouble with the 
present line, it was stated, is in 
the plaster cement with which the 
clay segments are joined. 

Santa Ana proposes to rebuild 
the line with reinforced spun con¬ 
crete of great strength, members 
of the council stated, of the same 
type used successfully in Los An¬ 
geles and the San Francisco area. 
This city proposes a 42-inch pipe 
line of such material, which.would 
be of sufficient capacity to serve 
until at least I960, when the ca¬ 
pacity could be practically dou¬ 
bled by installing a pump at the 
upper end of the system. 

Concrete Arguments 

The line Santa Ana proposes 
would be made of 42-inch con¬ 
crete pipe, the same size as the 
pipe now used. The council says 
vitrified pipe of the same size 
would cost 857,000 more with no 
assurance that the vitrified pipe 
would stand up. It is claimed that 
a good 42-inch vitrified pipe can¬ 
not be made, and that a vitri¬ 
fied pipe more than 36 inches in 
size has never been successful. 

It was indicated that Santa Ana 
will remain firm in its stand for 
reinforced concrete pipe, which, it 
is claimed, would last indefinitely 
if the line is kept full of water, 
as is planned. 

Other cities and sanitary dis¬ 
tricts owning 55 per cent of the 
county joint outfall sewer last week 
prepared to start a "friendly” suit 
against Santa Ana for its refusal 
to agree to use vitrified pipe. They 
asked Engineer Paul Bailey to es¬ 
timate the cost of building a line 
separate from the present one for 
the use of other cities, and for 
the cost of a reclamation plant 
to make sewage water usable for 
irrigation.

The spectators 
who paid $50,000 to witness the 
charity fight sponsored by the 
Cleveland News hardly had settled 
back in their seats to enjoy the 
battle before it was over. 

Simms, bearing a broken, 
twisted nose as scars of other bat¬ 
tles, came charging out of his cor¬ 
ner crouched low, his left hand ex¬ 
tended. 

He landed half a dozen blows, 
first driving lefts to Louis’ body 
and then shifting to the face. Louis 
danced away, with the 195-pound 
Cleveland heavyweight pressing 
after him. Simms suddenly lashed 
out with another left to the face 
and a right to the head. 

Louis shook his head for an in¬ 
stant, and then, like a panther, 
sprang forward. He drove hir 
gloved left fist to Simms' jaw, and 
it landed with a thud and with the 
speed of a bullet. 

Simms went down flat on his 
back, his legs and arms in the air. 
He twisted and struggled on the 
floor of the ring, trying to rise. 

He drew his legs under him, and 
three times tried to clutch the 
ropes of the ring to bring himself 
to his feet. Finally he caught the 
middle rope and pulled himself up 
at the count of eight, 26 seconds 
after the bout started. He was 
swaying like a drunken man. His 
eyes were glassy. 

Knocked Out First Time 

Referee Arthur Donovan waved 
the Brown Bomber to his corner 
as Louis was moving in for the 
kill. It was the first time Simms 
had been knocked out in 52 bat¬ 
tles over a period of five years

CP)—For her track 
and field achievements, including 
national championship as well as 
Olympic conquests, Helen Steph¬ 
ens 20-year-old Fulton, (Mo.) girl, 
has been selected as the outstand¬ 
ing feminine athlete of 1936. 

Results in the sixth annual As¬ 
sociated Press sport poll, tabu¬ 
lated today, revealed Miss 
Stephens the choice of the nation’s 
experts over two main rivals, Alice 
Marble of San Francisco, new 
American tennis queen, and Pa¬ 
mela Barton, English girl who 
captured both American and Brit¬ 
ish golf championships. 

Polls 97 Points 

The long striding Missouri girl, 
although picked No. 1 by only 
20 among 62 observers, tallied a 
winning of 97 points. Miss Mar¬ 
ble and Miss Barton, each with 
12 first places, totaled 78 and 56 
points, respectively. 

Miss Stephens, like Babe Did- 
rickson in 1932, topped the poll 
mainly because of her record 
smashing Olympic victories. Helen 
proved herself the world’s fastest 
feminine runner by capturing the 
100-meter dast at Berlin, dethron¬ 
ing Poland’s Stella Walsh and 
lowering the record to 11.4 sec¬ 
onds. She also anchored the Amer¬ 
ican women’s 400-meter relay 
team which won the Olympic final 
after the Germans, while leading, 
dropped the baton. 

Before going abroad for the 
first time Miss Stephens captured 
three National A. A. U. cham¬ 
pionships, the 100-meter dash, dis¬ 
cus throw and shotput. She holds 
numerous indoor as well as out¬ 
door records.

Frankfurter was ordered ex¬ 
pelled from Swiss territory after 
serving his sentence. He was giv¬ 
en credit for eight months which 
he had already spent in jail. 

The 18-year term had been de¬ 
manded by the prosecution during 
final summations Saturday in 
which Frankfurter was charged 
with premeditated murder. 

The defense contended the stu¬ 
dent was actuated by “hatred of 
national Socialism resulting from 
persecution of Jews in Germany.”

BERKELEY. — Average orange 
prices are unlikely to equal those 
of the post-war decade for some 
years to come because of rising 
world production, it is pointed out 
in the 1937 agricultural outlook 
of the agricultural extension serv¬ 
ice, University of California, just 
issued. California orange growers 
must look mainly to the domestic 
market to dispose of increased 
production. 

The tendency over the next 10 
years will be of summer orange 
production to approach or surpass 
| winter oranges in volume. Cali- 
| fornia now has about 97,900 acres 
1 of bearing winter orange trees, 
while Florida has about 106,500. 

Non-Baring Trees 

Only 13 per cent of this Cali¬ 
fornia bearing acreage is not yet 
in full production, but almost half 
that of Florida and 93 per cent 
of the Texas acreage is yet to 
reach its full volume. 

Regulated shipments out of the 
state have helped the California 
orange market in the past. If 
the same regulations are put into 
effect for Florida, both states will 
benefit. Likewise, anticipated bet¬ 
terment of consumer demand 
should materially improve winter 
orange prices in 1936-37. With 
the existing acreage situation, 
however, a surplus of winter or¬ 
anges may be expected for some 
years to come. 

Spanish War 

The Spanish civil war may de- 
: crease competition for California 
winter oranges in world markets 
and the small apple crop may help 
support the local market in the 
present season. But the long term 
view is not so optimistic. 

Likewise a strongly rising trend 
in summer orange production has 
set in. The 1937 Valencia crop 
prospect is 77 per cent of normal, 
as compared with 65 per cent in 
i 1936. Florida, Texas and Arizona 
are not marketing as continuously 
: during the summer months as the 
. California growers. Nevertheless, 

: there is an increasing tendency to 
spread such shipments from the 
first named states over a longer 
period. 


City council will toss the zoning 
problem on North Broadway back 
in the laps of the planning com¬ 
mission. 

A week ago the council con¬ 
sidered a plea from property own¬ 
ers on North Broadway between 
17th and 19th streets that the 
propevty in that section not now 
zoned for business or apartments, 
be so zoned. 

The council gave the problem to 
the planning commission, which 
came back with a recommendation 
for denial, intimating that the 
planning body would approve zon¬ 
ing for apartments, but not for 
business. 

The council agreed with the 
commission, and denied the re¬ 
quest. Yesterday afternoon the 
property owners came hack with 
another petition, asking that the 
area be rezoned for apartments, 
skipping the business building 
angle. 

And the council will refer the 
request to the planning commis¬ 
sion next Monday night. 


John McCoy, journalism instruc¬ 
tor at Santa Ana Junior college, 
wants to attend a convention in 
St. Louis, but Superintendent F. A. 
Henderson thinks some 18 other 
schools should help pay his ex¬ 
penses. He expressed this view at 
last night’s school board meeting. 

The cost of McCoy’s trip would 
be around $175, it v/as stated. Be¬ 
cause McCoy is president of the 
Southern California Journalism 
Teacher's association, Henderson 
thinks it only proper that the 
other schools which McCoy repre¬ 
sents should pay about $10 each 
for the benefits they would re¬ 
ceive through the facts acquired 
by McCoy at the conclave. 

It is a convention of the Amer¬ 
ican Association of Teachers of 
Journalism, to be held in St. Louis 
from Dec. 30 to Jan. 2. inclusive, 
that McCoy plans to attend. Mc¬ 
Coy plans to leave a few days 
early during the vacation period, 
and to visit the schools of jour¬ 
nalism at Northwestern and the 
University of Chicago at his own 
expense. 

Final day of the convention 
would be spent on the campus of 
the University of Missouri, which 
is said to have the finest school 
of journalism in the country. 

The El Don fund at local junior 
college has funds sufficient for the 
trip, it was stated. 


Whether the new high school 
buildings, which couldn’t be fired 
with a torch except for wooden 
fixtures inside separate rooms, 
should be insured at all was a 
question which stumped the 
school board last night. 

It was brought out that the new 
buildings are fire-proof, and that 
the insurance paid on the plant 
now amounts to $530 a year, the 
buildings being insured at a value 
of $260,000. 

Because they are public build¬ 
ings, members of the board ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that insurance 
should be carried on them, al¬ 
though if they were private build¬ 
ings probably this would not be 
lhe case. It is believed that the 
insurance rate can be substantially 
reduced on these buildings, be¬ 
cause of their fire-proof construc¬ 
tion. 

The discussion brought out that 
insurance amounting to $529,000, 
about one-third of the total $1,- 
587,000 carried on Santa Ana 
school plants, expired on Dec. 1 
and that the hoard pays approxi¬ 
mately $3385.60 in annual pre¬ 
miums. 

Following a discussion on the 
value of having appraisals made 
of the school plant with the view 
of possibly reducing insurance pre¬ 
miums, the board authorized Pres¬ 
ident George Wells to name a com¬ 
mittee to investigate insurance 
rates and report back to the board. 
M. B. Youel was named on this 
committee. He will work with the 
State Association of School Trus¬ 
tees on the problem. The state 
group, it was said, now is working 
on the matter of fire insurance 
premiums on school plants. 

The local board now pays about 
64 cents per $100 in insurance 
rates.

Pico's Own Account 

The volume, printed by the Fine 
Arts Press of Santa Ana, under 
Thomas E. Williams, and bound 
by A. G. Flagg, Santa Ana printer 
and book binder, is dedicated to 
Mrs. Stephenson. Stephenson, an 
authority on Southern California 
history, has published a number of 
other books. 

“Of most importance and inter¬ 
est," wrote Stephenson in the fore¬ 
word, “is the translation of Pio 
Pico’s account of his flight from 
California at the time of the Con¬ 
quest (by the Americans) as it is 
given in his 'Narracion Historica’ 
in the Bancroft library. Also, per¬ 
haps for the first time there ap¬ 
pear in print the story of Don 
Juan Bandini’s effort to locate the 
hidden Mexican governor and 
Pico’s own story of the rapid 
change of flags at San Vicente.” 

Battle For Rancho 

The first chapter begins: 
“Crowded with historical data as 
it is, tiie files of the once famous 
case of Juan Forster against Pio 
Pico, Andres Pico and the heirs of 
Jose Antonio Pico lie almost for¬ 
gotten in the office of the county 
clerk of San Diego county. The 
trial was held in 1873. The issue 
before the court was the title to 
the great rancho Santa Margarita 
y Las Flores of 133,440 acres, on 
the northern border of San Diego 
county.” * Wf 


NEW YORK, (iP)—Frank Wal¬ 
lace, vaudeville actor, lost his court 
action today to have Mae West de¬ 
clared his legal wife after the film 
actress established she has had 
"neither residence nor domicile” in 
this state for many years.

Thrown Into Jail 

“Pico's activities were annoying, 
and the first thing he knew he was 
thrown into jail. There he re¬ 
mained for a week or two. There¬ 
after he no longer urged his as¬ 
serted rights to the governorship 
under American rule.” 

A deposition by Pedro C. Car- 
rillo, grandfather of Leo Carrillo 
of stage and screen fame, brought 
to light the San Vicente incident 
in which it appears that the 
American flag was raised at that 
mission community in Lower Cali¬ 
fornia by an American expedition. 
Judge Benjamin Hayes, an at¬ 
torney in the case, offered to prove 
by Carrillo’s deposition that in 
September, 1846, an expedition of 
15 or so Americans was sent there 
to establish authority of the 
United States. 

Flag Removed 

When Pico arrived at San 
Vicente on his way south, he was 
invited by the alcalde to stop and 
rest. The alcalde did not recog¬ 
nize Pico. The former governor 
refused to dismount as long as the 
American flag flew there, where¬ 
upon it was ordered removed by 
the alcalde. This was done, al¬ 
though the alcalde protested his 
men had been unable to resist the 
invasion which placed it there. 

The final chapter presents a 
picture of the cattle clays in this 
country, as revealed by testimony 
of witnesses in the famous case. 

Stephenson ends the book with 
the words: “Many years have 
passed since the Picos and Don 
Juan Forster were gathered to 
their fathers, but the portrait of 
a richly fascinating period of the 
past which they painted in this 
eventful legal proceeding seems 
worthy, indeed, to he rescued from 
its long-time sleep.”

We should try to find out the 
source of the heart's misbehavior, 
for until we do, it is difficult to 
decide upon anv medical treat¬ 
ment for the condition But the 
general situation remains the 
same; we find an organ overdone 
and the first step is to reduce the 
Birain upon it. 

In a case that has been diag¬ 
nosed as a goiter heart, if this 
heart is due to the effects of a 
toxic goiter, the removal of a part 
cf the thyroid, or some treatment 
designed to overcome this toxicity 
will probably relieve the heart 
condition. 

On the other hand, suppose the 
trouble is due to other infections, 
an operation may even add to the 
trouble by inciting the source of 
the- infection. 

The history of the case includes 
shortness of breath, a feeling of 
exhaustion from no apparent rea¬ 
son, often a sense of shaking in¬ 
side that is very wearing. 

It is quite likely that we shall 
find nothing so very serious the 
matter with the heart itself with 
even a rigid examination. The 
muscles seem to be firm, the 
valves are working smoothly, 
there is no enlargement. The jit¬ 
tery'’ behavior is found to be oc¬ 
casioned by the toxic effect of the 
abnormal thyroid activity on the 
nervous mechanism that controls 
the rate and regularity of its con¬ 
tractions. If this is allowed to 
continue or nature does not ad¬ 
just the activity of the thyroid 
gland, the heart will finally show 
an increasing mechanical injury 
due to strain and irregular con¬ 
trol. 

The muscles begin to grow 
weaker, the organ enlarges, pres¬ 
ently the valves are leaking and 
I he efficiency in general will show 
the deteriorating effects. 

In any case, the first injunction 
should be a period of bed rest—• 
that is imperative in spite of all 
remonstrance. If you are sure you 
have an “athlete's heart,” then 
the sentence will be, stop all ex¬ 
ercise for a term until all nervous 
symtoms have subsided. And the 
tobacco user, who has been told 
he has a “tobacco heart”—let him 
put aside any indulgence in the 
weed for the time.

“TT IS NECESSARY that the United States produce 
I- within its borders, a sufficient quantity of articles 
absolutely necessary for home consumption and defense 
in time of war and stress,” declares W. Cameron Forbes, 
former United States ambassador to Japan. 

Forbes thinks clearly. Just as an adequate military 
defense to our coasts is necessary, so is an ability to feed 
and clothe our nation, even if all outside commerce is cut 
off. The iron blockade which the allies put around Ger¬ 
many in the World war played a vital part in her ulti¬ 
mate defeat. 

In order to build up this necessary power of produc¬ 
tion, Forbes believes that we should have some arrange¬ 
ment with such nations as have been dumping goods on 
our markets, so that home industry and workers may be 
protected. 

Something along those lines will help us in our na¬ 
tional defense program, by building home industries. By 
that is not meant that old-style protective tariff. Rather, 
America should continue along the present policy of 
reciprocal trade agreements, such as we have now with 
France and Canada. 

These treaties do not block trade; rather they stim¬ 
ulate it by controlling it and directing it along trade 
channels that are beneficial to all nations involved.
